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CEGEP STRIKE IN 1968 

CEGEP students to strike

Quebec CEGEP students are 
going on strike before December 
1 . The move was decided on over 
the weekend in Quebec City at 
a meeting of the Front des 
Etudiants du Quebec (FEQ), a 
union affiliated with the CNTU. 

The strike will be directed 
against the Nouveau Régime 
Podagogique, proposed by the 



DIGEC (Direction de l'Instruction 
Générale et Collégiale). The 
Régime, to be fully implemented 
by 1975, is the latest step on the 
part of the Quebec government 
to assume complete control over 
the CEGEPs. The general policy 
of the government on education 
seems to Indicate a trend towards 
direct control of junior colleges

and universities in the near future 
The FEQ is strongly opposed 
to several aspects of the Nouveau 
Régime. An example is the direc- 
tive on humanities departments. 
According to this directive, arts 
students will be required to take 
several science and phys. ed. 
courses in addition to their chosen 
courses. Many CEGEP profes- 
sors have interpreted this as part 
of the government's attempts to 
phase out humanities depart- 
ments within a few years. 

In addition to this, Arts students 
will have to face a possible 45 
hours a week of classes. These 
long hours would automatically 
exclude those students who have 
to work part-time to finance their 
studies— a move that contradicts 
the original aim of the CEGEP 
program, which was to provide a 
form of post-secondary education 
for those who could not previously 
afford it. 
Students at the convention 
iwed themselves to be vehe- 
mently opposed to the gover- 
nment's attempt to decide what 
they should study. French and 
English CEGEPs united in 
opposition against the Nouveau 
Régime and called for mass sup- 
port to demonstrate students' dis- 
pleasure with it. 

Members of the Anglophone 
delegations Irom Vanior, Dawson, 
John Abbott, and McGill CEGEPs 
were in the forelront in demanding 
a general striko as soon as possi- 
ble. As a result of the convention, 
liaison has been established 
between the French and English' 
junior colleges, so that communi- 
cations will bo maintained during 



the coming struggle. 

The weekend convention was 
attonded by over 200 representa- 
tives of CEGEPs from all over the 
province. The Comité Executif 
National (CEN ) of the union was 
empowered to co-ordinate 
actions among the various 
regions, to ensure a solid front in 
the weeks to come. 

A delegate from Sir George Wil- 
liams University pointed out that 
private educational institutions 
were subject to the same repres- 
sion that the CEGEPs suffered, 
and consequently called for sol- 
idarity among CEGEP and .uni- 
versity students. The McGill 
delegation also expressed the 
need for close collaboration 
among all students, and among 
students and professors, in the 
upcoming striko. 

A mass demonstration in front 
of the offices of the DIGEC in 
Quebec City is being planned, 
with the proper date to be deter- 
mined by the CEN. 

There was an increasing 
awareness among those present 
that the current struggle is only 
a chapter in the continuing conflict 
of interests between the govern- 
ment and students.

unite! 



A group of E1 Oa physics students wishes 
to express disapproval of their mid-term 
examination and the course administrators' 
handling of their complaints about two of 
the examination questions. 

There are two reasons why concern is 
being expressed about an exam whose 
results may be superseded by the final 
exam. First, it is necessary to voice concern 
now since after Christmas, complaints 
about an exam held in November will be 
ignored. Second, no one can predict the 
results of a future exam, and any marks 
obtained now may in fact have a direct 
bearing on the final mark. Therefore, any 
problems or questions about the passing 
and ultimate qualifications of any student 
should be dealt with seriously and 
immediately. 

Two petitions were submitted to the 
course administrators requesting the 
review and subsequent withdrawal of ques- 
tions 16 and 20 of the mid-term exam- 
ination. A third petition expressed dis- 
approval of differencesln the time allowed 
to different students and the confusion that 
reigned supreme in the Leacock exam- 
ination room (132). 

A survey of students who took the exam 
in six rooms showed that some were 
periodically told the amount of time remain- 
ing while others were .simply told to stop 
writing at the end of the time. There were 
more students than papers in the Loacock 
132; so while the administration fumbled, 



some students twiddled their thumbs, and 
others wrote their exams. On the arrival 
of extra papers, some attempt was made 
to separate the early from the late starters, 
but this met with little success. Thus, the 
time allotted for the examination varied in 
length from one hour and 15 minutes to 
two hours and ten minutes. The marks will, 
therefore, be more a reflection of the dis- 
organization of the course directors than 
a measure of the students' progress. The 
results will not reveal the last-minute gam- 
ble of those students who wrote down any 
answer just to finish the paper. 

Apart from the question of standardizing 
times, it has been suggested that two hours 
would have been a more satisfactory length 
for this exam. This applies not only to 
Leacock 132, but to other rooms where the 
invigilator neglected to state the exam- 
niation time or to write the time on the black- 
board. "We'll adjust the times," appears 
to be the position of a not-too'-sincere 
course administration, interested more in 
statistical co-ordinates than in the 
.individual (or mass) student concern for 
their education. 

One petition objected to question 
number 16, which did not explicitly state 
that the sound decreased to zero at the 
first node. The course administrator replied 
that the question "implies a monotonie 
decrease" and is the "simplest assumption 
in any case". Is not any assumption ques- 
tionable when one has had only a two- 



month exposure to physics? What appears 
as a basic assumption to an academic mind 
trained in physics may not appear so basic 
to those with a limited knowledge of the 
subject.' 

As for question number 20, the case for 
withdrawal (on grounds of ambiguity) is 
very strong. As the course director stated 
in his reply to the petition, "there is possibly 
some doubt that a plane mirror was meant." 
Many students do indeed doubt what was 
meant by the question. They reject the ad- 
ministrator's analysis that "the students 
should have had the brains to ask during 
the exam." No one has the ability to 
think as clearly during an exam as in a class 
discussion. 

Many students in physics E10a feel that 
the disturbance created by this examina- 
tion is symptomatic of the general discon- 
tent among students taking this course. 

Any review of the examination should not 
be made in the light of correlation coeffi- 
cients without keeping an ear open to stu- 
dent criticisms. 

Any physics student with complaints 
about the above questions or others in the 
mid-term examination should come to the 
meeting that will be held in one of the Union 
lounges this Thursday. A petition will bo 
circulated then. See Thursday's Daily for 
the exact time and location. The meeting 
will probably be held at 1 pm.

Anderson is guilty ' 

Sir, 

• War is a human activity. People 
have been fighting since time 
began and are likely to continue 
fighting until the second coming. 
Wars of conquest have been 
waged by almost every nation at 
one time or another. The differ- 
ence between the oppressor and 
the oppressed is usually only a 
difference in power and not in 
values. Because practically every' 
nation has fought, no nation can 
be condemned for fighting a war, 
even on the wrong side. 

Killing a soldier is wrong, but 
not criminal. Soldiers are there to 
be shot at. Bombing a military in- 
stitution and accidentally killing 
civilians is an unfortunate part of 
war, but the bombers themselves 
are not criminals. 

But certain actions are not with- 
in the class of activities normal or 
acceptable to human beings even 
in war. The German army went 
to war to conquer the world. So 
did the French, the Arabs, the 
Mongols, the Persians, the 
Japaneso, and the Romans. But 
no other country ever built 
extermination camps for the solo 
purpose of destroying a people. 
In 1933 the Germans elected a 
government that promised to 
destroy the Jews. They heard that 
promise and voted for tho Nazi 
Party. The German nation is guilty 
of genocide. 

In Vietnam, tho American milit- 
ary is using napalm, blast bombs. 



incendiary bombs, cluster bombs, 
defoliants, etc. These are not 
weapons to bo used against sol- 
diers or military installations. They ' 
are anti-personnel weapons. 
Their only purpose is to kill and 
maim innocent civilians, to obliter- 
ate the Vietnamese people. 

President Nixon is not trying to 
end the war, and he is not merely 
supporting a corrupt military dicta- 
torship against the popular lib- 
eration forces. With tho weapons 
that he is using, he is trying to 
destroy the Vietnamese people. 

The American people know that 
Nixon is not ending the war. 
Because of the extensive cover- 
age of the war by the "free" press 
and television, they cannot help 
being aware of the genocidal 
method that tho war is being con- 
ducted by the U.S. troops. 

In 1 964 the Americans voted for 
a candidate who promised peace. 
In 1968, they again voted for a 
candidate who promised peace. 
In neither case did the candidates' 
immediate past record show that 
they would break their promises. 

But in 1972, they wore pre- 
sented with a choice between 
McGovern, who in specific terms 
promised to end the war, and 
Nixon, who had shown that he 
would not end the war. By a mas- 
sive majority, they re-elected 
Nixon. 

Until now the American people 
could have been excused from 
guilt because they were lied to by 
Johnson and Nixon during the 
elections. But now there can be 
no doubt. Thoy have re-olected 
a man who has continued the 
genocide and who has promised- 
to continue it. By supporting Nixon 
for a second time they have 
accepted responsibility for his 
previous actions. No longer is only 
the American government guilty 



of genocide. Now the American 
people are guilty of genocide.
